(U P )—R esearch 
w orkers have discovered th a t in ­ 
fantile 
paralysis does n o t affect 
every victim it strik es and th at 
there m ay be a link betw een it 
and sum m er influenza, according to 
Dr. 
B. 
T. 
McGhie. deputy m in­ 
s t e r of health for O ntario. 
The studies indicated, Dr. Mc- 
Ghio said, th a t persons m ight pos­ 
sess the infantile paralysis organ- 
Ju st this ism , yet not develop any ap p ear­ 
ance of it. 
One research w orker, 
he added, recently recovered the 
virus of infantile paralysis from 
the w aste m atter of a child p a ­ 
tient. 
T his indicated th a t previous 
theories th a t infection took place 
only through 
the 
nasal passage 
were incorrect. 
“T his discovery m akes it appear 
th a t the disease m ay

Indoctrinate, on controversial questions the 
philosophy of th e m ajority. This would rn’an that 
the men with foresight, the men of vision, tuch as 
Jesus Christ, Socrates and Gallileo would have little 
to say ac to w hat was being ta u g h t 
These great 
thinkers were so unpopular w ith the m asses that 
they were either put to death or, as in Gallileo’s 
case, repudiate w hat he believed in order to live. 
And it is a known fact that all progress cam e from 
the few men of vision. 
So if th e voting m ajority 
have the power and the say as to how the youth 
shall be educated, it seems ju st as probable that, 
they would be intelligently educated ju st as it would 
be th at the blind could lead those w ith vision; th a t 
the deaf could hear for those w ith good hearing; 
th at the obtuse and dull could educate the genius. 
Aa evidence th a t this kind of education prevails, 
we have only to look at the text books used in the 
Santa Ana Junior College to see th at they teach the 
very doctrines th a t appeal to the crowd. 
Invariably the men selected to direct the educa­ 
tion are men who make the largest promises.

m ight be discovered, the determ ination to hold those 
already possessed, the covetous glances in the d i­ 
rection of sm aller oil producing countries and the 
expropriation of privately-ow'ned oil properties may 
better be understood. 
In any event it tends to fo­ 
cus attention on the fact the world ha: already co n ­ 
sum ed over half of all the proven oil reserves. 
Since D rake's first oil well was sunk 
in 1857, a 
m atter of SI )ears ago but a short tim e as nations 
go, 29,13a,6U<.‘,0(H) barrels of petroleum oil have been 
produced and consumed sn the world. 
T his o utput 
is m easured in United States standard oil b arrels 
of 42 gallons. 
Of this am ount 18,696,OOO,OOO barrels 
wars brought to the surface 
in the U nited States, 
putting the nation far out in fronL 
As a producer 
Russia ranked second with approxim ately one-sixth, 
Mexico third with one-tenth. Venezuela fo u rth w ith 
one-fourteenth the total production of the U nited 
States. 
it is the future supply, however, which is c a u s­ 
ing anxiety among the nations. 
Proven oil reserves in the world today, according 
to the A m erican Petroleum Institute, am ount to only 
27,972.000,000 barrels, approxim ately I,OOO,OOO,OOO b a r­ 
rels less than have already been consumed to date. 
Fortunately for the United States, this country 
also stan Is far in front with 15,507,000,000 barrels 
aa of January, 1938. 
Among the states T exas ranks 
P m , California second, Oklahoma third, and Louis­ 
iana fourth. 
Russia, among tile nations, stands sec­ 
ond with 8,000,000,000 barrels of proven reserves, 
ranking about equally with California, hut having 


a new 
enterprise and borrows money to make payrolls to 
build a new' enterprise, w hether or not the govern 
ment will change the tax law s so he has to make 
$1,000 or a million dollars in order to pay off one 
dollar’s worth of debt used to employ new labor. 
And then people wonder why there are IO million 
people out of work when we m ake it so extrem ely 
difficult for any industrialist to add to his payroll 
to add to his employed list. 


No wonder we pass law s lim iting the hours that 
people dare work with the idea of dividing the ever 
fewer 
jobs 
available 
to 
a 
constantly 
increasing 
num ber of workers. 
If we did not interfere with 
the accum ulation of payroll dollars—new capital— 
and more nearly approached the com petitive system 
every w orker could have a choice of jobs at wages 
as a whole nearly twice what they are getting now 
But we are reaping exactly w'hat we have been 
teaching in the colleges and from the demagogic 
press and politicians and the parlor pinks and the 
busybodies in general for the last q u arter of 
century* 
The whole thing ie the result of m iseduca­ 
tion. 
There is absolutely no reason, 
other than 
miseducation, for capable men who honestly w ant 
to work being out of work.

Perhaps science will, by then, have d is­ 
covered other m eans of producing power for pro­ 
pelling m otor vehicles, passenger vessels, trains, a ir­ 
planes and w arships.

M ACH IN E AND LABOR 
Fellow Citizens: 
For the past tw o years we have 
been reading about, and hearing 
about, the m achine creating un­ 
employment. 
I’m going to 
quote 
briefly, and in part only, from a 
magazine article 
w ritten by one 
of our congressm en, who I believe 
to be honest and sincere In every 
statem ent he makes, but certainly 
he was greatly misinform ed about 
the 
m achine 
creating 
unem ploy­ 
ment. I quote from m agazine article 
of February 2, 1936: 
Quote—"At last the menace of 
the m achine is beginning to be 
realized. 
Civilization 
has 
been 
caught in a trap, which IL Itself, 
invented and put into operation. 
The m achine has beaten labor to 
its knees and set it out in the cold 
with an em pty stom ach. W hat they 
m ust do is to begin all over again 
to uee their hands, the feet, and 
the back th at God gave them .’’ 
A nother article by the same con 
gressm an—criticizing the machine 
less severely—appeared in a later 
issue of the sam e magazine, Sep 
tem ber 19, 1937. I have never yet 
seen any facts or figures produced 
by anyone th at would stand analyz­ 
ing, a s to why or how the machine 
creates unemploym ent. Instead of 
the 
m achine 
creating 
unemploy­ 
m ent, it begins to create employ­ 
m ent from the very time they start 
building it, as it requires raw m a­ 
terials and skilled labor to build 
the machine. A fter the machine is 
built and put into operation, it be­ 
gins to produce by uaing up raw 
m aterials, and giving employment 
to from five to IO, or more, peo­ 
ple (not to just the one person op­ 
erating the m achine) all along the 
line, on back to the forests, mines 
and farm s, as well as to people sell­ 
ing the finished product. Ae the 
m achine produces, it creates labor, 
good wages, shorter hours and low­ 
er prices to the consum er. There is 
no better proof of this than th at 
gathered from the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany. 
It was the machine 
th at 
brought Ford cars down from $2000 
in 1906 to $316 in 1916, and ran 
production up from six cars a da> 
to 9000, and ran wages up from 
$2 a day to $7 a day minimum. 
By 
Jan u ary 
1937 
(after 33 years of 
m anufacturing) the 25 m illionth caf 
rolled off the assem bling line. And 
don’t 
overlook the 
improvement 
made in the way of beauty and 
convenience of cars, and the great 
reduction made in price to the con­ 
sum er, after a more than three time 
wage increase to the shop men, all 
Of w'hlch was made possible by the 
labor-saving machine. And Ford ie 
only one of the many m anufactur­ 
ing Industries. 
According to Ford report of May 
1937, they a t th a t time employed 
122,000 shopmen, draw ing $18,500,- 
000 a m onth for wages alone. The 
total for the m onth’s m aterial was 
$72,000,000. Ford checks for m a­ 
terial went to 45 of the 48 states. 
More than 12,000 Ford Bupplians 
were benefited. It wa* the labor 
saving m achine th a t made the above 
possible. 
In M arch 1937, Ford reported they 
had during the last eight years 
scrapped $175,000,000 of their equip- 


tory, say they are Democrats.

Now the building

Now, let’s take a look a t w hat 
the autom obile bas m eant to labor 
in addition to creating good high­ 
ways. It has m eant the erection of 
more than 170,000 filling stations, 
30,000 salesroom s, 58,000 independ­ 
ent repair garages, thereby c reat­ 
ing steady jobs for some 500,000, 
or more, employes; to say nothing 
about the millions of dollars paid 
out for raw m aterials and labor to 
build and equip the above filling 
stations, etc. It was the labor-sav­ 
ing m achine th a t brought about a t 
least 90 per cent of the above. 
Approxim ately 90 per cent of the 
many useful things we now have 
and enjoy—and a t a price w ithin 
reach of most consum ers—is the 
result of the machine. W ho w ants 
to give up the m achine and go back 
to the old way of producing by hard 
labor at $2 a day of IO hours? It’s 
machine production In the indus­ 
trial plants th a t creates steady em ­ 
ployment at. good wages. As the 
industrial plants operate and p ros­ 
per the nation will prosper. 
The governm ent way of taxing 
and then lending and spending In 
order lo put people back to work by 
building projects th a t will consum e 
a large am ount of raw m aterials 
and give em ploym ent to labor for 
a tim e only, or until the projects 
are completed, and when completed 
there will be no need of caw m a­ 
terials, and labor will be out of a 
Job again, is an artificial why of 
trying 
to 
keep 
labor 
employed, 
which cannot m ean other th an tem ­ 
porary Jobs for labor. 
The industrial w ay of keeping 
labor 
regularly 
employed, 
is 
by 
keeping a steady flow of raw m a­ 
terials 
going 
Into the 
industrial 
plants, then on through the pro­ 
ducing machine* of the plants and 
then on to supply the consum ers’ 
dally needs—td which there Is no 
nd—which keeps the dollars tu rn ­ 
ing, creating wages all along the 
line. T his is the natural way of 
producing, 
th at will keep

regularly employed when not in­ 
terfered 
with 
by governm ent 
or

road business. Fixing wages, hours of 
labor and general conditions of ser­ 
vice are purely economic functions,

and are outside of constitutional ju­ 
dicial regulation. But these and many I 
other economic functions have been 1 rf 
taken away from the owners of the 
railroads and assumed by the gov­ 
ernment 
When tho railroads were prosperous 
in 1918. they paid 157 million dollars 
in taxes, and the average amount paid 
to employes was $892 a year. Under 
governmental direction, with practi­ 
cally one-third of tho railroads ie 
bankruptcy, thoy are required by the 
government to pay over 325 million 
dollars a year In taxes, and the aver­ 
age wages of employes have been 
raised to 81780 a year. 
Under governmental direction n 
large number of locomotive engineers 
make their monthly mileage by work­ 
ing from ten to twenty days. for which 
they receive from 8280 to $350 a 
month. An engineer on a Southern 
road takes a train 85 miles in two 
noun and twonty-six minutes. This 
is counted as a day’s work. An engi­ 
neer on a Western road takes a train 
76 miles in one hour and 54 minutes. 
He is on duty less than three bourn 
but is paid for a full day's work. On 
an Eastern road a conductor Is on 
duty nine hours and ten minutes a 
day for IS days in the month. Thin 
la considered a month’s work for 
which the -*onductor receives $296.92. 
The brakeman on this run also works 
13 days In tha month for which bs is 
paid $213 66 
On June I. 1938. ninety-seven rail­ 
roads were in bankruptcy. In the first 
three months of 1938, railroads oper­ 
ating over 87 per cent of tho total 
railroad mileage did not earn enough 
to pay the interest and rents for leased 
roads, and the deficit of all the rail­ 
roads taken together was $108,000,000. 
Yet the railroads under governmen­ 
tal direction are forced to pay tho 
highest wages tn their history, and 
carry a tax burden of over 328 mil­ 
lion dollars a year. Railroad employes 
are a power in poutiest 
Great is the government aa • 
ness director!
